None, of my books was written tc5\xculpate Oswald. %jwork does that, but that wgs not 
my intent. However, especially with the ti£ie you prefer, Case Opened, which is tfn un- 
intended double nQtendre, I suggest that you think about making that explicit in this 
book. I believe the time has come for that and that what I think of as the intellectual 
judo provided by Posner's explicit intent to convict dim it is more than merely approp- 
riate. It meets him head-on, on Ids chosen field of literary battle, if not also 
evidentiary and judicial.. It accepts Ids challenge, so to speak. And with any attention 
at all it should make that a serious eshk question at this time. Ct yuM , 

I do not mean to suggest that the major media will go for it. I think the opposite 
is likely. But with any attention tlds additional aspect could become somewhat of an 
issue, especially if you do not cut out, as I certainly hope you will not, what I develop 
as the groat danger to justice and to all those not fabulously wealthy of the Pai/lure 
Analysis approach being acceptable to the courts. I think the two, Oswald's innocence and 
the hoked up cases, the official, the Posner and the ^ailure Analysis, go ah hand in hand.

It was never intended, as I told you when you raised the question right off, as 
an ad Hominum attack on ^'Posner and I did not write it so it could be misinterpreted $ 
that way, From the very first 1 have written about him and Random House as symbols. On 
apersonal level, I do not give a shit about that shit of a Judenrat. I do address him as 
the xa fraud, sy shyster, phony, liar and commercializer that he is, but that is in the 
context of what he did. I t is not personal. I am not suggesting that I think you have 



anything like that in mind and I do not. 

IA an unintended sense, unintended as I wrote, this hook is an exculpation of Oswald 
that becomes naturallj: explicit Inhere in my earlier writing it is inly implicit. To most 
readers what I use of my earlier writing and what 1 add to it is entirely new fact 
about the assassination to them. x t is also all official fact, unlike the various works 
of theory. My use of that, intended tofdd to the case of deliberateness on Posner's 
part and the case against the institutions for persisting in failure, does, I think, 
again without that having been my intent, make the case for an all-level, all-component 
frameup of a convenient patsy. 

As it can seive the interest of book publishing, 1 believe these are aided and 
valuable additional dimensions. I hope you will discuss this with both ^rman graf 
and Charlie w inton. % belief is that it will make much more of the book in all areas 
and in all int'erests. ...
